A World Power 


That war made us a world 


power. It signaled the end of 
our isolationism, though we were 
‘ not so sure of it until the jet age 
- of airplanes. Even now, there 
are those, centered largely in 
the lunatic fringe of politics, who 
refuse to accept the fact that we 
cannot avoid entangling alli- 
g@nces or problems. The very 
fact of our power makes it im- 
possible for other powers to let 
us’ alone. 
“Also, the very fact of our 
industrial, productive power 
‘ makes it impossible for us to 
have 1890 budgets. The Presi- 
dent’s budget is not too large. 
It bulks big enough to frighten 
us, but only because of compari- 
‘son. If we measure it against 
the projected gross income of 
the next four years it is quite in 
perspective. 

It is something of a paradox 
that Mr. Eisenhower’s problem 
of budget and ‘inflation should 
serve to make F.D.R. seem al- 
Yymost old-fashionably conserva- 
tive and frugal. 

Mr. Eisenhower, of course, 
feels a hesitancy, as F.D.R. 
wduld not have felt, about re- 
mhinding some of his more ar- 
deht supporters in the key indus- 
tfies that if they rather blithely 
put in two price increases each 
year and raise wages once an- 
nually, they are producing infla- 
tion because, to employ another 
Rooseveltian phrase, ‘they 
planned it that way.”

One of the most ludicrous, and 
fraudulent spectacles of our 
time is a so-called business 
statesman, who just negotiated 
a wage contract calling for in- 
creases across the next two or 
three years and elevated prices 
beyond all reason because of the 
payroll, publicly protesting in- 
flation.

WASHINGTON, April 12 @—A 
large-scale investigation of the na- 
tion’s financial condition, includ- 
ing taxes, interest charges and 
debt, was voted unanimously by 
the Senate Finance Committee to- 
day in a surprise move. 
Chairman Byrd (D-Va) said it 
would be ‘‘one of the broadest in- 
vestigations ever undertaken by 
Congress.’”

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Jury Acts Promptly 
On Lottery Scandal 


Horace Ingram, under arrest on lot- 
tery charges, and three Atlanta police 
officers yesterday were indicted by the 
Fulton County Grand Jury. 

The indictments involve bribery. 

Ingram, alleged to be one of the key 
figures in a large lottery operation, was 
indicted on three counts of bribery and 
one of attempted bribery. His bond was 
set at $50,000. 

The three police officers were charged 
with being parties to bribery. 

It is significant that witnesses listed 
in the count against Ingram charging at- 
tempted bribery were Ronnie Clark and 
R. T. Appling. Clark is the former po- 
liceman who publicly charged some 
weeks ago that Ingram had threat- 
ened to have him transferred from his 
beat and that his transfer did in fact fol- 
low. Officer Appling, who remained on 
the force after Clark resigned, was his 
partner. The assumption is they testified 
to an atteript at bribery. 

It was at Ingram’s “garage” head- 
quarters that the raid was made by fed- 
eral and county officers. Movies of the 
activities at the so-called garage, taken 
across a span of several days, revealed 
arrivals of police cars, with apparent so- 
cial visiting and the passing of some- 
thing to some of the officers by the al- 
‘ leged lottery operators. 
| Also shown were arrivals of men who 
. took into the garage paper sacks contain- 
ing some unrevealed contents. Officers 
say lottery operators frequently carry the 
small coins and tickets used in “‘the bug” 
betting in this manner. — 

The grand jury has not completed its 
investigation. 

One may assume there is the possi- 
‘ bility of further indictments.

The jury and the so- 
licitor have by this action put an end 
to this irresponsible rumor-mongering.

Here we have a splendid example of the 
value of a grand jury to the community. 

So far so good—may we commend the 
results and say that the public interest 
demands no relaxation until the job is 
done. 


Postal Dept. Squabble 
Pinpoints Its Problems 


The House Appropriations Committee 
voted Friday to give the Post Office De- 
partment its extra 41 million dollars fol- 
lowing a dispute in which Postmaster 
General Summerfield had ordered drastic 
cutbacks in mail services. He should lose 
no time in rescinding his order. 

The incident involves several things 
with which the American people should 
concern themselves. 

In the first place, the postmaster gen- 
eral has shown himself to be less than a 
genius at budget management. The House 
Appropriations Committee certainly has 
brought this out. 

Secondly, all the arguments about 
economy and high cost of the mails must 
take into account the fact that this is a 
service to the country which far out- 
weighs its cost. The Post Office Depart- 
ment was not set up to make money, al- 
though it is overburdened still with junk 
mail which has little value to anybody. 

Finally, any business organization 
forced to operate as the Post Office De- 
partment operates soon would be bank- 
rupt. It has been slow to adopt changes to 
increase efficiency, retaining methods 
which have existed since the department 
was founded. The machine age has passed 
it by and any attempts to modernize or 
streamline have been resisted. 

While the postal service could stand 
great improvements in efficiency, most 
people will be relieved that the mails 
will not be slowed. The argument be- 
tween Mr. Summerfield and Congress set- 
tled none of the basic problems.

A miserable affliction at any 
time, the common cold has three 
peak seasons in the United 
States — September, December, 
and late February. 

It causes more days lost from 
school or work than any other 
disease, is caused by several 
viruses, at least two of which 
are known, and pursucs man 
from the cradle to the grave. 
No matter what you believe, 
colds continue through life. 

Babies, especially first babies, 
get few colds, but this is be- 
cause they usually are protected 
from persons with colds, not be- 
cause they are immune. 

A child's colds blossom dra- 
matically the year he starts to 
school, whether nursery, kinder- 
garten, or grade school, and be- 
gin to dwindle by the time he 
is 8 to 10. 


COLDS NOT OUTGROWN 

Contrary to supposition, chil- 
dren do not outgrow colds. Some 
children have colds every month, 
except during the summer. Some 
rarely have any. The average 
child has two or three good, 
stout colds a year and about 
that many mild colds ‘that no 
one spots. 

How does a child catch cold? 
From wet feet? From cold feet?

someone else. Colds are highly 
contagious. They are spread 
through droplet infection from 
the nose and throat. 

An unshielded cough or sneeze 
can spread a cold to any inno- 
cent within a radius of six to 
12 feet.
